Northwestern  State  University  foot- 
ball games  are  broadcast  on  radio  in 
six  cities  in  North  and  Central  Loui- 
siana this  fall,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  NSU's  Dr.  C.  B.  Ellis, 
assistant  to  the  president  in  charge 
of  external  affairs.

KRSU 
in  Ruston  also  carried  the  Northwest- 
ern-Grambling  game  on  Sept.  14. 

Handling  the  play-by-play  for  the 
network  is  veteran  Norman  Fletcher, 
known  as  the  "Voice  of  North- 
western." Fletcher  has  done  NSU 
games  on  the  Natchitoches  radio  sta- 
tion for  20  years,  including  17  con- 
secutive seasons. 

Joining  Fletcher  at  mikeside  is 
Lynn  Rollins  with  color.  Rollins,  a 
1971  journalism  graduate  of  North- 
western, is  a  former  sports  director  of 
KALB-TV  in  Alexandria  and  is  known 
for  his  voice  on  football  broadcasts. 

Substituting  on  the  broadcast  from 
time  to  time  will  be  Pesky  Hill,  NSU 
sports  information  director. 

"Northwestern  alumni  and  other 
NSU  supporters  in  the  area  are  re- 
sponsible for  this  network,"  Ellis 
said.  "We  have  thousands  of  people 
who  will  be  able  to  follow  the  Demons 
closely  on  the  network  that  couldn't 
last  year". 

Ellis  added  that  the  football  net- 
work will  enhance  both  the  athletic 
program  and  the  overall  university 
image.
